Rendered City a 
Great Service 

A report of the work accom¬ 
plished by the Sierra Madre For¬ 
est Fire Fighters Service, first 
organization of its kind in the 
nation, since its organization in 
1941 has been compiled for the 
Forest Service records. 

Since the unit started to work 
it has built 6300 feet of new fire- 
break, maintained 2700 feet of 
old firebreak, maintained 4100 
feet of trail, reduced 19,000 feet 
of roadside fire hazards, fire¬ 
proofed public camps, removed 
abandoned buildings In Little 
Santa Anita Canyon, planted and 
maintained more than 200 trees, 
aided in stocking streams with 
trout, expended 500 paid man 
hours fighting fires, cleaned grass 
and brush from the cemetery, and 
trained with trailer fire-fighting 
equipment. 

The g^uup of about 100 public- 
spirited men and women is doing 
an outstanding piece of civic 
work with very little acclaim. 
They meet the second and fourth 
Sundays of each month at 7:30 
a.m. in the city hall for break¬ 
fast which is provided by other 
civic-minded persons. After this 
the group spends the day in fire- 
control work for the safety of 
the community and its watershed.

The State paid the Sierra Madre 
elementary schoool district $25,401 
for 1943-44 . State aid to elemen¬ 
tary districts was based on an av. 
erage daily attendance of 397 ele¬ 
mentary pupils and on 13 teacher 
units, California Taxpayers’ asso. 
elation stated early this week, 
making public the first of a series 
of factual studies of the financial 
condition of California’s public 
schools. 

State aid to each elementary 
school district at present consists 
of $1570 per "teacher unit,’’ which 
the law defines as 35 pupils in 
average dallly attendance or frac¬ 
tion thereof, plus an extra divi¬ 
dend of $6.06 per child in average 
I dailiy attendance throughout the 
State, plus a further extra divi¬ 
dend amounting to $6.51 per child 
in average dallly attendance in 
Los Angeles county elementary 
schools, plus sums not to exceed 
$100 per pupil for the excess cost 
of educating physically handi¬ 
capped children, plus other extras, 
the association explained. Other 
expenditures of the district are 
financed from local property 
taxes. 

"All these aids,’’ the association, 
stated, "come from two State 
funds already set up in the Cali- 
fomia constiution. Each of these 
funds is made up of State receipts 
of at least $30 per pupil in ele¬ 
mentary average daily attendance 
throughout the State each year, 
or at least $60 per child. In 
1943-44 and again for 1944-45

Dangerous Optimism 

During the darkest days of the war, Prime Min¬ 
ister Winston Churchill did not hesitate to tell 
the people of Britain of the Allied nations the 
blunt truth even when it hurt—as it often did. 

In view of this, bis recent statement in the 
House of Commons that victory "may perhaps 
come soon’’ can be taken as an expression of his 
sincere conviction that the end in Europe is ap¬ 
parently in sight. But Mr. Churchill’s statement 
is dangerous. If people could hear such declara- 
tions and not in any way relax their efforts 
toward final victory all would be well. But that 
dsn’t the way of human nature. 

Here in America, thousands of persons have 
left war jobs because they believe the war is 
“just about over.” The Prime Minister’s words 
will strengthen that belief. Yet, there is a most 
urgent need right now for increased production 
of heavy artillery, heavy trucks, bulldozers and 
cranes,' all of which are essential to bring the 
conflict to a successful conclusion. 

We should remember that no matter how neqr 
the war in Europe is to its end, it needs our full 
support on the home front until the last shot 
is fired. And we should remember, too, that the 
war in Europe is only half the battle. Japan is 
still to be conquered and there is every reason 
to believe that the last stages of the Pacific war 
will be the hardest.

In striking contrast to the pre- 
ponderousness of most of World 
War H’s motorized battle wag- 
ous is the Army’s newest—the 
snow-going, swamp-going “Wea¬ 
sel." It owes its nickname to its 
ability to strike “swiftly and 
stealthily,” and owes much of 
that ability to the combination of 
its lightness and the weight- 
dispersing effect of its wide, 
snowshoe-like self.laid track. This 
track is of the “endless-band” 
type which has played such an 
important role in the Army’s 
half-track vehicles, enabling the 
weasel to skim along on mushy 
or shifty terrain that wouldn’t 
sustain any other power-driven 
war chariot. Actually, this new 
personnel and supply carrier ex- 
erts a ground presure per square 
foot of only about one-fourth that 
of a fully equipped infantryman!

Rebuilding Humans 


Perhaps the most far-reaching veterans’ re¬ 
habilitation program in all history is well under 
way in at least a dozen States, the dispatches 
announce—a program designed to assist wounded 
veterans to reshape their lives and carve out 
gainful and prideful places for themselves in the 
postwar world. 

The complete plans, according to the Veterans’ 
Administration, call for establishment of between 
75 and 100 vocational counseling and rehabilita. 
tlon centers in the colleges and universities 
throughout the United States. The best qualified 
vocational counselors in the country will aid in 
the work, and top-ranking scientific and educa¬ 
tional care will be available id the cooperative 
program. At present, veterans with a minimum 
of 10 per cent disioilily arc eligible for the service. 

The objective is not the simple rnatter of restor¬ 
ing men to their former places in society, but to 
discover and develop latent talents and abilities, 
to overcome handicaps and disabilities, to train 
proficient, prideful workmen who neither need nor 
ask outside aid, to open for veterans the richer, 
fuller lives they have earned the right to live. 

Already 3000 wounded men have embarked on 
the rehabilitation and “retooling” program. More 
thousands shortly will set their feet on the broad 
avenue to purposeful living from which a grateful 
nation Is trying to smooth the obstacles. 

In the years ahead when many of the sprawling, 
jerry-built boomtowns that war created and re- 
conversion desolated are 


Food Administrator Marvin 
Jones reports that the food situa¬ 
tion in the United States is “un¬ 
usually good.” This contrasts with 
the conditions of a year ago when 
rationing was con.siderably more 
extensive and the outlook for 1944 
was decidedly gloomy. Mr. Jones 
points out that phenomenal work 
on the part of American farmers 
has brought about the improve¬ 
ment. Production of potatoes, 
eggs, cabbage, wheat and hogs 
have been exceptionally large. 
This huge output has been mov¬ 
ing steadily overseas to keep our 
men and Allies well supplied. It 
has also flowed smoothly to the 
four comers of the home front. 
The high production rate, declared 
Mr. Jones, has enabled the gov. 
ernment to maintain its “hold the 
line" policy. Production of eggs 
has been so great that storage 
stocks reached an all-time high 
of 11,354,000 cases on July 1. 
About half of these were govern¬ 
ment owned, and the o‘.’.ier half 
were under private control. 

On July 18, RAF heavy bomb¬ 
ers dropped 5000 tons of bombs 
in 45 minutes on the enemy lines 
in Normandy. This was ne.irly 
as much as the Luftwaffe dropped 
on Great Britain during the 
whole of 1942 and 1943, and 20 
times the tonnage the Nazis

Give It a Chance 


In the voluminous report of the Senate Special 
Committee which for yearly four years has been 
studying small business, its problems and its prob¬ 
able future, there is one highly significant factor 
which seems to us to underlie the whole economic 
and governmental structure of this nation. 

'That is the peculiar inconsistency of a federal 
government policy which abhors bigness in busi¬ 
ness, but sponsors it In government, a subject on 
which a good deal already has been said. Recently 
Harry F. Byrd of VPginla pointed out that there 
are now more them three million federal civil ser. 
vice employes, of whom “many thousands are 
utterly unnecessary.” Federal employes stationed 
in California today have reached the staggering 
total of 276,012—"including only the executive ser- 
vice of the government." By comparison, State 
employes number only 30,850 In all services. 

Aside from its stupendous—and according to 
Senator Byrd, “grossly over-manned”—payrolls, 
the government is in all likelihood the biggest 
operator in all history of banks, building and 
loan companies, insurance concerns and innumer¬ 
able other non-war businesses which will remain 
federal operations in the postwar period unless 
sweeping changes are made. 

"It is necessary," the Senate Committee finds, 
"to recognize the importance of both big business 
and little business, operating side by side, and it 
is a costly economic error to mistake bigness for 
monopoly.” 

On the future of small business, the committee 
declares: 

“The achievement of full employment In the 
postwar era will necessitate the expansion of many 
small concerns which can only be made on a basis 
of reasonable returns. If the nation’s commerce 
and industry are not to stagnate in the postwar 
period, this section of our economy must be re¬ 
stored to its proper competitive position. 

The need. It clear. Is not for government 
usurpation of Industry, nor for programs directed 
to smash big business. The need is simply for 
the proper application of anti-trust laws a^nst 
monopoly, and for government’s retirement to its 
own unchallenged field. By such a program little 
business can grow and prosper, becoming—if It 
is healthy and enterprising—legitimate big busi¬ 
ness, and contributing its full share to a healthy 
and enterprising nation.
